REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The invention as claimed is directed to articles comprising a double-layer positively- 
charged organic photoreceptor comprising an electroconductive support, a charge transport layer, 
and a charge generating layer formed on the charge transport layer. The charge transport layer 
comprises a stilbene first charge transport compound of formula (1) and a hydrazone second 
charge transport compound of formula (2) as recited in the claims. The amount of first charge 
transport compound is 30-90% by weight based on the total weight of the first and second charge 
transport compounds. 

Fuse et al. represent the closest prior art. Fuse et al. broadly teach the use of a charge 
transport material that may be a stilbene, hydrazone, or combination (see claim 5). However, 
Fuse et al. do not teach the use of a combination wherein the stilbene comprises 30-90 wt% of 
the total weight of stilbene and hydrazone compounds. Upon reconsideration and in view of the 
applicants 1 arguments and showing in the instant specification, the examiner agrees that the use 
of a combination wherein the stilbene comprises 30-90 wt% of the total weight of stilbene and 
hydrazone compounds would not have been obvious to one skilled in the art. From the teachings 
of Fuse et al., one skilled in the art would expect stilbene, hydrazone, and combinations thereof 
to be functionally equivalent charge transport materials. However, Examples 1 and 2 and 
Comparative Examples 1 and 2 in the instant specification demonstrate that the use of a 
combination of stilbene and hydrazone compounds as recited in concentrations within the 
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claimed range provide improved charge and exposure potentials when compared to the use of the 
stilbene or hydrazone compound alone.
